CONDITIONS IN INDIA AND IRAQ 
WORLD OVER-PRODUCTION 


The twenty-third annual general meeting of the Eastern Bank, 
Ltd., was held, on March 29, at the office of the bank, 2 and 3, 
Crosby Square, E.C. 

Mr. J. 8. Haskell (the chairman), in the course of his speech, 
said :—The past year has not on the whole been any better than 
its immediate predecessors. World conditions have gone from 
bad to worse, and the general depression has become more 
accentuated. At home the balancing of the Budget, the im- 
provement in sterling exchanges ne the recovery in British 
securities, coupled with the regaining by our manufacturers of a 
part of the home market, have helped to restore confidence and 
engender a more hopeful feeling, but the continued drop in the 
prices of commodities did not conduce to any expansion of trade. 


One bright feature has been the heavy shipments of gold from 
India which not only helped to maintain the sterling ex- 
changes but likewise led to a. high rupee exchange and enabled 
the Indian Government to make large transfers for their home 
requirements. The effect of these shipments, along with a de- 
creased export of commercial commodities, has been to make 
money redundant in India. | 

THE INVESTMENTS 

With money commanding such low rates and the rupee ex- 
change practically pegged at the top, it has been most difficult 
for the bank to make commensurate profits. In order to utilise 
our funds we had recourse to further augment our investments 
in securities, British and Indian, which stand in the balance 
sheet at £4,361,429, against £3,285,156 at the end of 1931. In 
that year a large depreciation was shown in these securities be- 
tween the cost prices and the market values. I am glad to say 
that by the end of 1932 it had been fully recovered, and our 
securities now stand in our books at appreciably under market 
value. 

The result of the year, including the sum of £34,291 brought 
forward, is a profit of £156,236. An interim dividend of 3 per 
cent. has been paid, and we now recommend a final dividend of 
3 per cent. less income tax at 4s. 1.01d. in the £ and to transfer 
£55,000 to the contingency fund, leaving £41,236 to be carried 
forward, an increase of £6,944. 


The export trade of India, owing to unsatisfactory prices and 
teduced demand from overseas, has again been on the down 
grade. The large shipments of gold have, however, compensated 
for the setback in commercial exports. Last year these ship- 
ments amounted to £55,000,000. Since the movement started the 
total amounts to over £90,000,000. So far as can be seen, these 
shipments are likely to continue if not checked by an export duty 
or an undue rise in sterling exchanges. 

The King and people of Iraq are to be congratulated on the 
entry into the League of Nations of their country, which thus 
becomes an independent Sovereign State. Given a continuance of 
the orderly and stable Government which has characterised the 
administration in the past, under the wise guidance of H.M. 
King Feisul and his capable ministers, there is a great future 
for that ancient country. 


THE GENERAL OUTLOOK 


As for the outlook generally, it is most difficult to hazard an 
opinion. Our Government has accomplished a great deal towards 
stabilising the situation at home. The conversion of the 5 per 
cent. War Loan has been a notable achievement and of great 
help to the Exchequer. On the other hand, the conversion will 
press very hardly on small investors, particularly those dependent 
on income from their savings, unless accompanied by a reduc- 
tion of income tax. The present heavy taxation is also strangling 
trade. ‘The imposition of import duties on manufactures has 
proved very beneficial to our industries. These duties bring in 
a substantial revenue and have checked the dumping of manu- 
factured goods in this country, but there is still a large gap 
between the totals of our imports and exports. I have no 
desire to minimise the advantages of the Ottawa Agreements, 
but I fear that the Government has been greatly handicapped 
by them in respect to agricultural and farm produce. 


In 1929 our overseas food bill amounted to about 500 millions. 
In 1932 it had fallen to about 350 millions, due in the main to the 
lower prices ruling for commodities. With a rise in the prices 
of commodities there must be a corresponding rise in the cost 
which would sooner or later amount to a figure we could not 
afford to pay. The remedy consists in the production of more 
foodstuffs at home: the best practical method of attaining that 
result lies in the imposition of adequate import duties with 
reasonable concessions to the Dominions. If the Government for 
any reason are precluded from imposing import duties on food- 
stuffs they should give consideration to the grant of subsidies. 
It is imperative that production be promoted by all and every 
means. 


The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

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Retail Trade in February (Page 482) 

Money value of sales was lower by 3:4 per cent. 
than in February, 1932, and showed a decrease in 
every district. This was, however, smaller than the 
decline recorded for January, 6-4 per cent. Sales of 
food and perishables in February decreased by 3-9 per 
cent. ; those of non-food merchandise declined by 2-7 
per cent. Piece-goods and furniture are now sub- 
divided into two and three sections respectively. The 
decrease of 8°1 per cent. in value of stocks was larger 
than for any month since July 1931. 


Ages of British Migrants in 1932 (Page 484) 

About 33 per cent. of the males and 81 per cent. 
of the females who emigrated last year from the 
United Kingdom to non-European countries were 
between 18 and 31 years of age, whilst in the return 
movement the number of males and females over 30 
years of age represented about 50 and 53 per cent. 
respectively of the immigrants. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 488) 

Daily output of coal in France and Germany was 
somewhat higher in January, 1933, than in January, 
1932. Increases were recorded in the daily produc- 
tion of pig iron in the Saar District, Luxemburg and 
Germany. Output of crude steel was larger in 
Germany, the Saar, Luxemburg, France and the 
United Kingdom.

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RETAIL TRADE IN FEBRUARY 
COMPARISON OF 1933 WITH 1932 


In continuation of the series of returns relating to 
retail trade which have been prepared by the joint 
efforts of the Incorporated Association of Retail Dis- 
tributors and the Bank of England, there is given on 
page 483 a table showing the relation of sales in Feb- 
ruary, 1933, to sales in the corresponding period a year 
earlier. These figures are compiled from returns fur- 
nished by a number of departmental stores, concerns 
operating multiple retail shops, independent retailers 
and a representative section of the retail co-operative 
societies. February is the first month of a new finan- 
cial year for the majority of firms contributing these 
statistics, and this month’s table, therefore, contains 
no cumulative figures covering a previous period. 

Figures are also given comparing the value at cost 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of February, 1933, with those at the same date 
in 1932. A smaller number of stores supplied this in- 
formation; the co-operative societies in particular do 
not at present contribute to these sections. 

Advantage has been taken of the commencement of 
a new trade year to effect some amendments in the form 
of return. Piece-goods are now subdivided into ‘‘ house- 
hold fabries ’’ and ‘‘ dress materials,’’ and as a large 
proportion of the concerns returning piece-goods sales 
were able to complete the entries in these sub-sections, 
the results have been added to the table. The sub- 
division of furniture into two sections, furniture and 
music departments, has been replaced by a sub- 
division into three sections (a) cabinets, upholstery, 
bedding, etc., (b) soft furnishings and (c) music de- 
partments. The information given in these sub- 


sections, as in the case of the previous sub-sections, was 
not sufficiently representative to enable particulars to 
be published for the three subdivisions separately, and 
for a similar reason particulars are not published of

publication of the additional detail would add mate- 
rially to the value of the information furnished, and the 
hope may be expressed that the concerns reporting 
sales of furniture and of men’s and boys’ wear will 
soon find themselves in a position to furnish their re- 
turns in the desired detail. In addition to the total 
number of employees, contributors are now being 
asked to state the number of selling employees and of 
persons under 18 years of age. 

As has been stated in previous articles, the informa- 
tion available regarding the number of days on which 
selling took place in the shops covered by these returns 
does not yet permit the calculation of average daily 
sales or the exact measurement of differences in length 
between the working period in 1982 and 1938. Com- 
parison is specially difficult as regards the month of 
February, as the new trading year began on different 
dates in different organisations and the period covered 
by the returns was in a number of cases less than the 
full month. The working period this year appears to 
have been on the average slightly shorter than in 
February, 1932. 


SALES 


The money value of retail sales in February, 1933, 
was lower by 3-4 per cent. than in February, 1932. 
This decline was smaller than that recorded for Janu 
ary (6-4 per cent.), and compares with the average de 
cline of 3-1 per cent. for the two months December 
and January, and of 4-1 per cent. for the trade year 
ended January, 1933. The decline last month was 
smaller than that shown for February, 1932, compared 
with February, 1931 (4-5 per cent.). Slales as a whole 
decreased in every district, the decline ranging from 
1:2 per cent. for Suburban London to 5-5 per cent. for 
Wales and the North of England. The latter area also

UNITED KINGDOM 
AGE-GROUPS OF BRITISH EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS IN 1932 


In the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 23 (pages 447-452) par- 
ticulars were given relating to the occupations of British 
migrants, of 18 years of age and upwards, between the 
United Kingdom and non-E juropean countries in 1932. 
The emigrants from and immigrants into the United 
Kingdom, including those under 18 years of age, have 
been classified into seven age-groups, and the tables 
on pages 485, 486 and 487 show on this basis the. age- 
grouping (so far as ascertained) of the male and female 
emigrants and immigrants of British nationality who 
left or took up permanent residence in England and 
Wales, in Scotland, in Northern Ireland, and in the 
United Kingdom in 1932. Similar particulars for 1931 
were published in the issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
March 24, 1932. These particulars for 1931 and 1932 
are summarised in the paragraphs which follow. 


AGES OF EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS 


The summary statement given below shows the age- 
grouping of British male and female migrants who left 
or took up permanent residence in the United Kingdom 
during the years 1931 and 1932. Residence for a year 
or more is treated as permanent residence for the 
purposes of these tables.

The above summary shows that, of the emigrants 
from the United Kingdom whose ages were stated, 
persons of 18 to 30 years accounted for nearly the same 
proportion of the total in 1932 as in 1931, 33 per cent. 
of the males and 31 per cent. of the females falling with- 
in these limits in 1932, as compared with 84 per cent. 
and 32 per cent. respectively in 1931. Eighteen per 
cent. of the male emigrants and 14 per cent, of the 
female emigrants were between the ages of 18 and 26 
years; in 1931 the corresponding percentages were 20 
and 15. For the two sexes together, the proportion of 
persons of 31 years of age and over was about 48 per 
cent. in 1932 as compared with 45 per cent. in 1931 
and 34 per cent. in 1930, the percentages for males 
being 43 and 38 respectively in 1932 and 1931, and for 
females 51 and 49 respectively. Children under 12 
vears of age represented about 17 per cent. of the 
males and 13 per cent. of the females during 1932 and 
18 and 14 per cent. respectively in 1931, while the age- 
group of 12 to 17 years accounted for about 7 per cent. 
of the males and about 5 per cent. of the females in 
1982, and 10 and 5 per cent. respectively in 1931. 

In the highest age-group, 46 years and over, the 
number of females exceeded the number of males both 
for emigrants and for immigrants; the proportion in 








this group of the total number (males and females) 

‘as 18 per cent. for emigrants and about 20 per oat 
for immigrants. In the age-group 31 to 45 years 
there were appreciably more females than males among 
the emigrants, and a small excess number of males 
over females among the immigrants. For all ages 
together, the excess of female over male emigrants wag 
about the same (29 per cent.) in both 1931 and 1932. 
The normal movement, up to 1929, was an excegs of 
males over females.

In 1932 an excess of 48,607 immigrants over 
emigrants was recorded, as compared with an excess 
of 387,072 immigrants over emigrants in 1931. The

Of the total inward excess of male migrants in 1982, 
13,504 (49 per cent.) were over 30 years of age, as 
compared with an inward balance in these age-groups 
of 10,712 (45 per cent.) in 1931. Of the total excess 
inward of female migrants, 11,079 (54 per cent.) in 
1932, and 6,921 (52 per cent.) in 1931 were over 30 
years of age. Of males of between 18 and 31 years of 
age, there was a net inward excess in 1932 of 8,635 
(31 per cent.) and in 1931 of 9,151 (39 per cent.). The 
proportion of children under 12 years of age to the total 
inward excess of male and fernale migrants in 1932 was 
18 per cent. for male children and 23 per cent. for 
female children. ‘The difference between the actual 
numbers of male and female children was compara- 
tively small. 


AGES OF MIGRANTS FROM, OR TO, EACH DIVISION OF THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


Imigrants.—Of the emigrants from England and 
Wales during 1932, 44 per cent. of the males, and 
2 per cent. of the females, were over 30 years of age, 
and 33 per cent. of the males, and 81 per cent. of the 
females, were between 18 and 31 years of age. The 
age-groups over 30 years for males accounted for 42 per 
cent. in 1932 of the total male emigrants from 
Scotland, and those for females for about 48 per cent., 
while 34 per cent. of the males and 381 per cent. of 
the females were between 18 and 31 years of age. 


Immigrants.—In the return movement, the number 
of males over 30 years of age represented 48, 45 and 
42 per cent. of the total number of male immigrants 
into England and Wales, Scotland and Northern 
Ireland respectively, the corresponding figures for 
females being 55, 48 and 42 per cent. respectively.

the number of emigrants to British North America 
from each division of the United Kingdom, and, as 
compared with 1931, the numbers recorded for 1932 in 
each of the age-groups for those emigrants showed de- 
creases. The total decrease of 4,516 in 1932 as com- 
pared with 1931 in the number of British emigrants to 
British North America comprised 2,168 males and 2,348 
females. The total number of emigrants to Australia 
in 1932 was slightly larger than in 1931, the number of 
males increasing by 268, while the number of females 
was smaller by 182. The number of british emigrants 
to the United States fell from 2,593 in 1931 to 1,285 in 
1932, a decrease of 1,308 (446 males and 862 females). 


Immigrants.—The return movements from British 
North America and from the United States showed in- 
creases of 3,823 (1,183 males and 2,140 females) and 





while there was a decrease of 4,047 (2,522 males and 
1,525 females) in the return movement from Australia. 
The immigrants from British North America in 1939 
included a larger proportion under 12 years of age than

Stocks of coal at pithead were greater at the end of 
January than a month earlier in each of the four 
German coalfields specified in the above table, and also 
in Belgium; the increase in Belgium amounted to 
5-1 per cent., and in the German areas taken as 4 
whole to 4:1 per cent. In the Aachen district of 
Germany stocks increased by 678 per cent. between 
the end of January, 1932, and the end of January, 
1933, while there were increases amounting to 28-6 per 
cent. and 15°7 per cent. in Western Upper Silesia and 
in Lower Silesia respectively. Comparing the same 
periods, there was a decrease in the Ruhr district of 77 
per cent., Polish stocks decreased by 7-9 per cent., and 
Belgian stocks by 1,544,000 tons or 42-2 per cent.

A substantial increase in the oulput of pig iron was 
ecorded in Germany in January, when the daily rate 
of production was 10°6 per cent. above that for 
December. The January figure for the United States 
was higher by 41 per cent. than that for December, 
but, apart from a fall of 3:1 per cent. in Luxemburg, 
the figures for the remaining countries showed little 
change in the two months. Compared with January 
of last year the daily output of pig iron in the United 
States decreased by 41°6 per cent., while that for the 
United Kingdom was lower by 13-1 per cent.; in the 
Saar district, Luxemburg and Germany, however, 
increases of 8-1, 11°2 and 12°3 per cent. respectively 
were recorded.

Steel output increased in Germany, the United 
tates and the United Kingdom in January as com-

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pared with December, but declined in France, the Saar 
District and Luxemburg. In the United States and 
Germany, where there were increases of 19°1 per cent. 
and 66 per cent. respectively over the December 
figure, the January production was approximately the 
same asin November. The largest percentage declines 
were recorded in the Saar District and Luxemburg 
(7-2 and 4°2 per cent. respectively). Compared with 
a year earlier, crude steel production in Germany 
showed an increase of about one-third, while other 
percentage increases were as follows:—Saar District 
12°5, Luxemburg 11-9, France 79 and the United 
Kingdom 3°4. In the United States output declined 
by 31:1 per cent. in January, 1933, as compared with 
January, 1932.

On the Antwerp export market the sterling price of 
semi-products declined in January, billets being 
cheaper by 2°1 per cent., and sheet bars by 0°8 per cent., 
at the end of January than at the end of December. 
Most finished products declined in price, but plates

Little export business was done on the Antwerp pig 
iron market in January, but at the beginning of 
February a price of 215 French francs a ton was 
quoted for No. 3 foundry pig iron, equivalent to about 
49s. 5d. sterling. Semi-products showed increases in 
price during the month, billets and sheet bars being 
dearer at the end of January than at the end of Decem- 
ber by 1:3 per cent. Finished products improved in the 
second week, but subsequently the price of bars fell to a 
level 4:0 per cent. below that for the end of December. 
Plates (3%, in.) were maintained at prices 9°8 per cent. 
above those current at the end of 1932, although 
medium and thin sheets showed price declines. Com- 
pared with a year earlier, the following percentage re- 
ductions were recorded: joists, 18°4; sheet bars, 14-0; 
merchant bars, 13-4; billets, 12°9; and plates (+; in.), 
2:7. 


United States.—Prices of pig iron and of semi- 
finished products remained unchanged in the United 
States in January, but several descriptions of finished 
steel decreased in price. Tank plates on the New York 
market cheapened by 0-2 cent per lb., and cold-rolled 
strips showed a price reduction at Pittsburgh of the 
same amount. On both the Pittsburgh and Chicago 
markets hot-rolled annealed black sheets and galvan- 
ised sheets declined in price by 0-1 cent and 0-35 cent 
per lb. respectively. On the scrap market, although 
some fluctuations were recorded, there was little 
change from the end of December prices. The quota- 
tions given in the following table were those prevailing

REFERENCE TO THE STANDING COMMITTEE:

In accordance with the provisions of Sub-Section (4) 
of Section 2 of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, the 
Board of Trade give notive that in pursuance of an 
application received by them for the making of an 
Order-in-Council to require imported goods of certain 
classes and descriptions to bear an indication of origin, 
they have made a reference to the Standing Committee 
appointed by them under the Act in respect of the fol- 
lowing classes and descriptions of imported goods :— 


1. Briar pipes stained or unstained. 
2. Briar bowls, stained or unstained. 


As regards 1, attention is called to the fact that the 
Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 4 Order, 
1928, requires imported briar tobacco pipes, whether 
stained or not, to bear an indication of origin at the 
time of sale or exposure for sale except exposure for 
sale wholesale by a person being a wholesale dealer, 
and the Committee have been asked to report upon the 
question whether a further Order-in-Council should be 
made in regard to these goods. 

As regards 2, attention is called to the fact that, while 
under the provisions of the above Act, the Committee 
must in every case referred to them consider whether 
the goods should bear an indication of origin at the time 
of sale or exposure for sale, they may also at their dis- 
cretion consider and report upon the question whether 
such goods should bear an indication of origin’ at the 
time of importation. 

Representatives of any interests substantially 
affected by the application who desire to be heard in 
opposition at the Public Enquiry which will be held 
later by the Committee should communicate with the

GALLANTRY AT SEA 
THE KING’S RECOGNITION 

His Majesty the King has been pleased, upon the 
recommendation of the President of the Board of Trade, 
to award the Bronze Medal for Gallantry in Saving Life 
at Sea to Mr. Peter Thomson, Assistant Engineer 
Superintendent, in recognition of his gallantry in 
attempting to save the life of Mr. A. V. Hamilton in the 
following circumstances :— 
The s.s. ‘‘ Oregon Star ” caught fire in the River Tyne on 
November 13, 1932, and was seriously damaged. Mr. A. V. 
Hamilton, the Chief Officer, wearing a life-line and a breath- 
ing apparatus, containing 25 minutes’ supply of oxygen, 
went down into the shelter ’tween deck in order to locate 
the seat of the fire, which was accompanied by dense smoke.

About three minutes after descending Hamilton apparently 
commenced to return, as the life-line became slack and could 
be hauled, but suddenly weight was thrown upon the life- 
line and it was feared that Hamilton was in difficulties. The 
line was hauled in until owing to some obstruction it came 
away from Hamilton’s body. 

Mr. Peter Thomson, Ship’s Superintendent, wearing a 
smoke helmet with hose attachment, then went down into 
the-’tween decks and found Hamilton, whom he dragged to 
a place near the ladderway. Thomson then returned to the 
deck for a line, which he fastened round the body. On 
Thomson’s second return to the deck he was in an exhausted 
condition. Efforts were made to haul Hamilton up to the 
deck, but they were unfortunately unsuccessful. 

Thomson showed great courage in his attempted rescue of 
Hamilton, as the fire was spreading rapidly at the time 
and he ran a great risk of being caught in the flames.

CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with January, 1932, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco in the month under review decreased by Rs. 26 
lakhs to Rs. 1,38 lakhs, and those of raw materials by Rs. 33 
lakhs to Rs. 1,53 lakhs, while manufactured articles in- 
creased by Rs. 35 lakhs to Rs. 7,51 lakhs. Under food, drink 
and tobacco, imports of sugar, 16 D.S. and above (including 
beet), declined from 46,000 tons, valued at Rs. 59 lakhs, to 
39,000 tons, valued at Rs. 43 lakhs. Imports of rice, not in 
the husk, rose from 2,400 tons, valued at Rs. 2 lakhs, to 4,600 
tons, valued at Rs. 4 lakhs. Under spices, imports of betel- 
nuts shrank from 92,000 cwts. to 85,000 cwts. in quantity 
and from Rs. 13 lakhs to Rs. 9 lakhs in value. Imports of 
raw tobacco rose from 345,500 Ibs., valued at Rs. 34 lakhs, 
to 929,700 lhs., valued at Rs. 94 lakhs. Imports of cigarettes 
fell from 88,000 Ibs. to 80,000 Ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 4 
lakhs to Rs. 3 lakhs in value. Imports of provisions and 
oilman’s stores declined from Rs, 29 lakhs to Rs. 24 lakhs 
owing mainly to lesser arrivals of vegetable products 
(vegetable ghi, vegetable fat, etc.). 

Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil fell away 
from 13-5 million gallons, valued at Rs. 63 lakhs, to 6-9 
million gallons, valued at Rs. 24 lakhs. Fuel oil, however, 
improved by 3 million gallons to 11-4 million gallons in 
quantity and by Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 22 lakhs in value. 
Imports of lubricating oils also rose from 1-6 million gallons, 
valued at Rs. 13 lakhs, to 2:2 million gallons, valued at 
Rs. 16 lakhs. Imports of coconut oil advanced by 203,000 
gallons in quantity and by Rs. 2 lakhs in value. Imports 
of raw cotton, chiefly from the United States, Egypt, 
Kenya Colony and Tanganyika Territory, decreased by 2,000 
tons in quantity and by Rs. 10 lakhs in value. 

Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures advanced by Rs. 18} lakhs. Receipts of twist 
and yarn recorded a slight decline from 4:2 million Ibs. to 
3:8 million lbs. in quantity and from Rs. 35} lakhs to Rs. 31 
lakhs in value. Imports of cotton piece-goods showed in- 
creases under all the three sub-divisions—grey, white and 
coloured. Those of grey goods amounted to 31 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 45 lakhs, as compared with 24 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 38 lakhs, in January, 1932, and those of 
white and coloured goods totalled 29 and 30 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 51 lakhs and Rs. 60 lakhs, as against 25 and 
23 million yards, valued at Rs. 49 lakhs and Rs. 48} lakhs, 
respectively, a year ago. Under iron and steel there was a 
decrease cf Rs. 8 lakhs; sheets and plates accounted for a

decline of Rs. 7 lakhs. Imports of machinery and millwork, 
including belting, declined by Rs. 7 lakhs Imports of motor 
cars in January numbered 803, and those of motor lorries, 
buses and vans 246. Imports of dyes obtained from coal tar 
fell by about 356,000 lbs. in quantity, but the value showed 
an increase of Rs. 51,000. There were noticeable increases 
under silk yarn and manufactures (+ Rs. 13 lakhs), piece. 
goods of cotton and artificial silk and hardware (+ Rs. 7 
lakhs each), while drugs and medicines recorded a decrease 
of Rs. 8 lakhs. 


VARIATIONS IN EXPports 


Exports of food, drink and tobacco in January, 1933, com- 
pared with January, 1932, fell by Rs. 1,26 lakhs to Rs. 2,19 
lakhs. Shipments of rice, not in the husk, declined from 
168,000 tons to 68,000 tons and in value from Rs. 1,31 lakhs 
to Rs. 52 lakhs. Exports of tea fell from 30 million Ibs,, 
valued at Rs. 1,69 lakhs, to 29 million lbs., valued at Rs. 1,27 
lakhs. 

Raw inaterials and produce exported rose by Rs. 62 
lakhs to Rs. 6,19 lakhs. Under this group, raw cotton re. 
corded an improvement of 17,500 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 93 lakhs in value. Of the total shipments of 47,500 
tons, Japan took 29,100 tons, or 61 per cent., Germany 4,100 
tons, or 9 per cent., Belgium 3,600 tons, the United King- 
dom 3,100 tons, France 2,600 tons, and Italy 2,300 tons, the 
remainder being dispatched mainly to the Netherlands and 
China. Raw jute showed no remarkable variation, ship- 
ments having recorded an increase of only 19,000 tons in 
quantity and of Rs. 47,000 in value. Dispatches of lac 
decline by 9,000 ewts. in quantity and by Rs. 7 lakhs in 
value. Exports of oilseeds receded from 94,000 tons, valued 
at Rs. 1,42 lakhs, to 79,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,17 lakhs. 
Castorseed recorded an increase of 2,400 tons in quantity 
and of Rs. 34 lakhs in value. Groundnuts fell from 75,000 
tons, valued at Rs. 1,13 lakhs, to 62,000 tons, valued at 
Rs. 92 lakhs. Exports of linseed also declined from 8,600 
tons to 4,800 tons in quantity and from Rs. 10 lakhs to Rs. 6 
lakhs in value. Rapeseed, however, showed an improvement 
of 1,600 tons in quantity and of Rs. 2 lakhs in value. Ex- 
ports of raw hides and skins fell by 100 tons in quantity, 
but the value rose by Rs. 5 lakhs. Exports of manganese ore 
showed an increase from 12,000 tons to 27,000 tons in quan- 
tity and in value from Rs. 3 lakhs to Rs. 6 lakhs. Shipments 
of raw wool rose from 3 million lbs. to 4 million Ibs. in quan- 
tity, but the value declined from Rs. 19 lakhs to Rs, 13 
lakhs. 

Manufactured goods declined by Rs. 96 lakhs to Rs. 2,92 
lakhs. The number of jute bags shipped advanced from 31 
millions in January, 1932, to 32 millions in January, 1933, 
but the value fell from Rs. 90 lakhs to Rs. 83 lakhs. Exports 
of gunny cloth shrank from 76-5 million yards to 74:4 million 
yards and from Rs. 84 lakhs to Rs. 78 lakhs in value. Ex- 
ports of tanned hides and skins fell by 400 tons in quantity 
and by Rs. 12 lakhs in value. Exports of cotton manufac- 
tures decreased by Rs. 28 lakhs. Shipments of pig iron 
declined by Rs. 8 lakhs. 


TRADE WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES 


The share of the United Kingdom in total imports fell 
from 38 per cent. in January, 1932, to 37 per cent. in Janu- 
ary, 1933, and that in exports from 27 per cent. to 26 per 
cent. The shares of Germany, Japan and the United States 
in the month under report were 7, 16 and 8 per cent., respec- 
tively, under imports, and 6, 17 and 8 per cent. under 
exports. 

MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign 
countries and British Possessions during January, 1933, 
amounted, respectively, to 656,000 and 548,000, as against 
640,000 and 661,000 in December, 1932, and 588,000 and 
587,000 in January, 1932. During the ten months ended 
January, 1933, the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared 
with cargoes totalled, respectively, 5,791,000 and 5,912,000, 
as compared with 6,057,000 and 6,123,000 in the corre- 
sponding period of the preceding year.

Standing crops 
are In average to good condition on irrigated areas and 
under average to average on unirrigated. Damage to rape- 
sed by tela is reported from parts of the Ferozepore 
district. 


Central Provinces, March 20.—The weather has been clear 
and warm but there have been occasional clouds and 
scattered showers in all districts. Rust and caterpillars 
have damaged late-sown wheat and grain in the districts 
of Jubbulpore and Mandla. Rabi in Mandla has been 
damaged by hail. 


United Provinces, March 18.—Light rain has fallen. 
Harvesting of rabi and sugarcane continues and standing 
crops are doing well on irrigated areas. 


Bengal, March 23.—The weather has been dry. Prepara- 
tion of land for sowing jute and paddy is in progress but 
rain is badly needed. Harvesting of spring crops is pro- 
ceeding.

Assam, March 27.—The weather has been dry. Crops 
prospects are fair to good.—Indian Trade Commissioner in 
London.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


TRADE CONDITIONS AND CROP PROSPECTS 


Trade conditions have continued to be on the dull side. 

Grinding of the 1933 Barbados sugar crop is now general ; 
the juice is poor as is usual at the start but will improve 
as the cane ripens. 

Sugar grinding is proceeding under quite good weather 
conditions in Trinidad. Young cane plants for the 1934 
crop are looking very healthy. The heavy rains in January 
have had an unfavourable effect on the cocoa crop, which 
will be a short one. Local prices for this commodity have

receded still further. The following are some of the principal 
exports from the Colony for the year 1932 as compared 
with the previous year:—Cocoa, 41,822,127 lbs., against 
07,186,512 lbs.; copra, 15,418,906 lbs., against 19,484,808 
lbs.; sugar, 85,956 tons, against 86,054 tons; petroleum, 
337,311,591 gallons, against 313,750,609 gallons; and asphalt, 
02,679 tons, against 94,584 tons. 

In Jamaica sugar grinding is in full swing and reports 
from the sugar growing parishes indicate that a good output 
will be obtained in most cases. A big crop of ginger is being 
reaped, but the quality is poor and there is very little of 
the best grade to be obtained. The honey crop is reported 
to be late and rather small; better qualities are meeting 
with a good demand. Interest from the Content in dye- 
woods appears to have revived, and several shipments have 
recently been made, particularly to France. 

As regards the Windward Islands, total exports of arrow- 
root from St. Vincent for the four months ended January 31 
amounted to 6,047 barrels, as compared with 5,217 barrels 
during the corresponding period of the previous arrowroot 
year. 

Most of the sugar estates in British Guiana have begun 
a short grinding, and the yields are promising. Activity has 
continued in the rice market and prospects for the second 
crop are good.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and 
Overseas). 


CANADA 
THE FOREIGN DEBT POSITION 

Speculation as to the ability of Canada to meet her 
foreign debt obligations has arisen in the United States 
and even in Great Britain, states the Royal Bank of Canada 
in its monthly letter for March. The letter goes on :— 

‘Qn balance, over the past ten years, Canada has not 
been a borrower but, on the contrary, has exported capital 
to an amount of 779 million dollars (over £155 million at 
par). Even in the year that has just passed the net export 
of capital is estimated at no less than 70 million dols. 

Canadian securities held in the United States have been 
redeemed and repurchased steadily during recent years. Cor- 
porations have been accustomed to make bonds payable in 
New York funds, even though they were marketed almost 
entirely in Canada. It is probably erring on the conserva- 
tive side to state that one half of the total Canadian bond 
issues payable in New York funds is actually held in 
Canada.”’ 

Of the 266 million dols. (£53 million at par) due in prin- 
cipal and interest on Canadian bonds payable in New York 
funds in 1933, it is stated, 100 million dols. will go back to 
Canada. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics is quoted as estimat- 
ing that not less than 50 million dols., and perhaps as much 
as 85 million dols., of the annual interest payable in New 
York funds came back to Canada in 1932. About 38 million 
dols. is due in principal and interest in foreign countries 
other than the United States. The net payments of principal 
and interest abroad are put at not exceeding 200 million 
dols., less such maturities of principal as may be renewed. 


PROSPECTS FOR THE PRESENT YEAR 


‘‘ Tf the net balance were favourable in 1932, a year of 
most exceptional difficulties both in Canada and abroad, it 
is no less likely to be equally favourable in 1933,’’ adds the 
writer. ‘‘ Present indications strongly suggest that there 
will be a material increase in gold production and export 
during the current year, that commodity imports will be 
reduced and that exports to Great Britain may show a 
further increase as a result of the Ottawa agreements. 

The world wheat situation is increasingly favourable 
and Canadian wheat shipments for the past two months 
have been 50 per cent. ahead of those in the corresponding 
months of 1932. There should be no occasion to question 
Canada’s ability to take care of all foreign obligations 
without any particular strain.”’ 


-APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that between 
March 9 and 15 the following quantities of Canadian apples 
were dispatched to various United Kingdom and Continental 
ports: 26,600 barrels, 200 boxes (canned) and 9,900 boxes. 

Exports of Canadian apples to the United Kingdom for 
this season down to March 3 totalled 1,031,603 barrels, 
23,379 half-barrels and 1,800,195 boxes, as compared with 
1,387,001 barrels, 19,534 half-barrels and 531,028 boxes for 
the same period last year.

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 

The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Unjon of South Africa :— 

In spite of easy monetary conditions and some improve- 
ment in wholesale turnover, the general business situation is 
unchanged, but more settled conditions are expected to 
follow the formation of a National Government and the 
declaration of its policy. The general election has been 
fixed for May 17. Meanwhile funds are heavily accumulat- 
ing, necessitating a further lowering of interest rates by 
commercial banks. Merchants are apparently adopting a 
waiting attitude pending a clarification of the position in 
South Africa and overseas. The drought has been relieved 
by good rains in most of the areas affected and stock 
generally is in fair condition, but the position is serious in 
Kimberley, Namaqualand and South-West Africa. 

GoLtp Minino INpbustRy 


The Transvaal gold output in February (24 working days) 
was 883,145 fine ozs., valued, including the premium, at 
£5,254,713, compared with 914,012 fine ozs., with a standard 
value of £3,882,476, in February, 1932 (25 working days). 
Compared with January, the average daily output was lower 
by 415 fine ozs., but the number of natives employed in- 
creased by 584. The miners are demanding a 35 per cent. 
increase in wages, based on the premium obtained on the 
gold output. Their demand has been refused and the 
miners’ executive is considering further action. But no 
serious labour disturbance is anticipated. 

The diamond market has been adversely affected by the 
unsettled conditions in America. 

Railway earnings from February 12 to March 11 
amounted to £1,618,872, or £81,128 below the estimate. 
Total earnings from April 1, 1932, to March 11, 1933, were 
£19,441,389, or £1,383,521 below the estimate, compared 
with £20,936,365 for the corresponding period of the 
previous year. 


Maize AND Topspacco Crop EstTiIMATEes 


The first preliminary estimate of the new maize crop is 
11,384,000 bags, compared with the revised estimate for 
last season’s crop of 19,034,000 bags. 

The estimate of the tobacco crop is 9,250,000 lbs., against 
21,100,000 lbs. last season. The decreases are due to drought 
in both cases. 

The season for long wool is practically closed and all the 
local markets report that business is quiet. The summer 
shearing of short wool has been delayed owing to drought, 
but supplies are now arriving and good demand is expected. 
The tendency of prices, however, continues slightly down- 
ward. 

Mohair is very quiet.

Hides and skins are steady, but stocks are small. Prices 
are unchanged. 


There are larger supplies of ostrich feathers, but little 
competition. 

Overseas demand for wattle bark is poor, but supplies are 
very restricted owing to drought and prices are maintained, 
The recent rain is expected to lead to an early resumption 
of stripping and plentiful supplies. The overseas price for 
extract is lower, but demand remains small. 


Recorp Fruit SHIPMENTS 


Record shipments of deciduous fruit are reported, chiefly 
grapes and pears, and last season’s aggregate has already 
been passed. Exports in February consisted of 781,178 
boxes, making 1,802,822 boxes for the season to date, com- 
pared with 1,457,397 boxes for the corresponding period last 
season. 

Soft-goods business is quiet, but winter goods are begin- 
ning to sell on a small scale. 

There is greater activity on the Johannesburg Commercial 
Exchange and increased business is reported in electrical] 
appliances, particularly stoves, refrigerators and wireless 
sets. 


WOOL SALES AND EXPORTS

Imports during February fell by 21 million marks, and 
exports by 17 million mks., as compared with January. In 
considering this result it must, however, be re membered that 
there were two working days less in February than in 
January. Comparing the average per working day in the 
first two months of the current year, imports have increased 
by 2-3 per cent. and exports by 3-7 per cent., 1.e., from 
14-14 million mks. in January to 14-47 million mks. in 
February for imports, and from 15-02 million mks. to 15°67 
million mks for exports. This increase in the daily average 
from January to February corresponds to the movement 
which was observed during the same period of 1932. 


Of the decline of 21 million mks. in imports, raw materials 
account for 13 million mks., and foodstuffs for 8 million 
mks. Among the raw materials the drop is largest in cotton, 

11 million mks., and in foodstuffs, in fruit, maize and 
eggs. Imports of margarine and lard increased in each case 
by one million mks. As the average value of imports has 
not changed compared with January, the reduction in 
volume in the total imports corresponds with the decrease 
in value. 

As regards the imports from individual countries, the 
decline has been greatest in those from the United States 
and Argentina, which between them account for about 
two-thirds of the deerease. There has been a slight rise in 
imports from Great Britain, Holland and the Soviet Union. 


Export TRADE 


The fall in exports is almost entirely accounted for by a 
drop in the sales of finished goods, — 15 million mks. It 
is composed chiefly of watercraft, — 9 million mks. ; 
machines, — 6 million mks.; and iron goods, — 5 million 
mks. On the other hand, exports of finished textile goods 
rose by 8 million mks. As the average price of the goods 
exported was somewhat lower, the decline in the total value 
of the exports was 4 per cent.. but in volume only 3 per 
cent. Exports to Great Britain and a few other countries 
rose slightly, otherwise there were no noticeable changes.

BRITISH GUIANA 
CONTINUATION OF BILL OF ENTRY TAX 


With reference to the notices in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 
10, 1932 (page 361), and May 12, 1932 (page 674), the Board 
of Trade have received a copy of Ordinance No. 53 of 1932 
extending, until December 31, 1933, the duration of the 
Bill of Entry Tax Ordinance, 1932, under which a tax on 
every Customs bill of entry is levied at the rate of 3 per 
cent. on the value of imported goods to be delivered by 
post, ex ship or from bond for home consumption by virtue 
of such entry. The value of goods for tax purposes includes 
the amount of freight, shipping charges and insurance 
premiums. 

The tax does not apply to articles and materials which are 
exempt from Customs duty. 


BRITISH INDIA 


CUSTOMS RULING 


The following Customs Ruling has recently been issued by 
the Central Board of Revenue :— 
Chemical fire extinguishers are assessable under No. 
187 of the Statutory Tariff, viz., ‘‘ Instruments, appara- 
tus and appliances other than electrical, all sorts not 
otherwise specified.” 


The duties provided for under this item are 30 per cent. 
ad valorem (Standard Rate) and 20 per cent. ad valorem 
(United Kingdom Rate). 


RULES FOR THE CONTROL OF DANGEROUS 
DRUGS

PALESTINE 
CUSTOMS DUTY EXEMPTION 


A notice issued by the High Commissioner-in-Council, dated 
February 28, 1933, provides for the exemption from duty on 
importation into Palestine of cloth of the type suitable ‘and 
intended for the manufacture of fumigation tents, provided 
that due notice of the importation of such cloth, together 
with full particulars of the order lodged with the consignor, 
have previously been given by the importer to the Director 
of Customs, Excise and Trade, and that on importation a 
declaration is given by the importer to the effect that the 
cloth so imported will not be used for any purpose other 
than the making of fumigation tents. 


IMPORT PROHIBITIONS 


An Order made by the High Commissioner on february 23, 
1933, prohibits the importation into Palestine of butter, 
samneh, artificial butter (margarine) or artificial samneh 
which do not conform to the specifications set out below :— 

‘Butter ’? shall mean the substance generally known as 
butter made exclusively from cream or milk or both, 
with or without the addition of salt and containing 
not more than 16 per centum of water and not more 
than 8 per centum of salt. 

‘‘Samneh ”’ shall mean the substance generally known as 
samneh and shall contain no fat other than the fat 
of milk. 

‘Artificial butter (margarine) ”’ shall mean any article 
of food, whether mixed with butter or not, which re- 
sembles butter but is not genuine butter as defined 
above. Artificial butter (margarine) shall contain not 
more than 10 per centum of butter fat. 

‘Artificial samneh’’ shall mean any article of food, 
whether mixed with samneh or not, which resembles 
samneh, but is not genuine samneh as defined above. 
Artificial samneh shall contain not more than 10 per 
centum of butter fat. 


The Order also provides that every consignment of im- 
ported butter, samneh, artificial butter (margarine) and 
artificial samneh shall be accompanied by an invoice giving 
the true description and origin of the goods, and that the 
packages or containers shall bear a marking indicative of 
the true nature of the contents thereof. 

The previous Order on this subject, particulars of which 
were published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of August 11, 1932 (page 
193), has been repealed.

ARGENTINA 


REGULATIONS REGARDING THE IMPORT OF 
PAPER 

The Law 11,588 of June 30, 1932, provided that paper for 
printing books and reviews of a literary, scientific or in- 
formative character could be imported into Argentina duty 
free, when its destined use could be identified by watermark. 
Owing to the difficulty of complying with this requirement, 
a Decree was issued permitting, as a temporary measure, 
the import of such paper by publishing companies, under 
sworn statement (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 3, 1932, 
p. 654). 

A further Decree has now been issued, setting out in 
detail the future requirements as regards the import of this 
paper. It provides, inter alia, that the watermark must 
consist. of parallel lines or stripes not exceeding 4 centi- 
metres apart, an allowance of 4 a centimetre being per- 
mitted. Paper for other publications such as railway guides 
published by private individuals, telephone directories, 
carriers’ guides, commercial catalogues, limited liability com- 
pany reports, pamphlets of interest to trade unions, com- 
mercial books, etc., trade propaganda reviews, will be ex- 
cluded from the privilege of free entry. 

A translation of the Decree, which enters into force on 
June 15 next, may be seen by persons interested at the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Helsing- 
fors has forwarded translations of Law No. 68 of March 13 
and State Council Decision No. 77 of March 15, which to- 
gether make considerable changes of classification and rates 
of duty in the section of the Finnish Customs Tariff relat- 
ing to alcoholic beverages. Particulars of these changes, 
which became effective as from March 15, are indicated

FRANCE 
PROVISIONAL IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
last week’s ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ (page 471), we publish below full 
particulars of the goods which are provisionally subject to 
licence on import into France. 

The Preamble to the relevant Decree (dated March 20) 
points out that the German Government have availed them- 
selves of the provisions of the Protocol of December 28 last 
to the Franco-German Treaty of Commerce (see the 
‘“ B.T.J.”’ of January 12, page 63) to increase the duties on 
a number of articles of interest to French exporters, and 
states that the French Government accordingly propose to 
introduce shortly a Bill to increase the duties on certain

goods covered by the Franco-German Treaty. However, in 
vieW of the time which this Bill will take to pass through 
the Parliament, it appeared necessary as a precaution to 
regulate the import of the goods in question so as to pre- 
vent them being imported in large quantities in order to 
escape the new duties. This control is not of a restrictive 
nature, and licences will therefore be granted for quantities 
proportional to those imported by the interested country in 
1932. The restrictions will cease on the date of the enforce- 
ment of the Law increasing the duties.

IMPORT OF FISH 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 9,

Import accordingly prohibited until May 21.

An additional Agreement, dated March 3 and effective 
as from March 13, to the Agreement of November 5, 1932, 
between Germany and Switzerland, provides that dynamos, 
electro motors, transformers, and finished armatures and 
collectors, converters and reaction coils (not including light- 
ing and ignition dynamos for motor vehicles or starting 
motors for combustion engines) imported in a dismantled 
state, are to be dutiable, as complete products, under Tariff 
No. 907, despite the absence of accessory parts or even of 
certain principal parts and that duty will be levied on the 
basis of the total weight thereof actually imported without 
regard to the missing parts.

IMPORT, EXPORT AND TRANSIT OF LIVE 


PLANTS OR THEIR PARTS 


H.M. Consul at Riga has forwarded a translation from 
the Government Gazette ‘‘ Valdibas Vestnesis,’’ No. 49 of 
March 1, 1933, containing instructions regarding the im- 
port, export and transit of live plants or their parts. 

(1) Every consignment of plants or their parts must be 
registered by the importer at the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Plant Protection Department, by submitting the original 
invoice together with a copy thereof. The invoice must 
contain specification of the plants included in the consign- 
ment. The declaration of the importer submitted to the 
inspection authorities must contain the statement that the 
certificate issued by an official institution of the exporting 
country guaranteeing the freedom from plant diseases has 
been attached to the Customs clearing documents. 

Note.—No declaration is required in respect of postal 
parcels. The health certificate must be attached to the 
Customs clearing documents. A Customs declaration form 
may serve in place of the invoice. 

(2) The health certificate must be legalised by the Latvian 
representative and may also be used as a certificate of origin. 


(3) The certificate must contain detailed information re- 
garding the place of growth, address of the consignee, and a 
statement that (a) no Colorado beetle has been found to 
exist during the past five years in the place of origin and 
its surrounding district within a radius of 20 km.; (b) no 
wart disease has been found to exist during the past ten 
years in the place of origin and its surrounding district 
within a radius of 20 km.; (c) the consignment in question 
does not contain any plants which may infect cultivated 
plants with mildew and is free from other plant diseases 
and agricultural pests. 

If the invoicer and consignor are two different persons, 
the fact must be stated in the health certificate. 

Consignments of fresh cherries must be accompanied by 
certificates stating that no cherry fly has been found to 
exist during the last five years in the place of origin or its 
surrounding district within a radius of 20 km. 

Consignments of other unspecified fresh fruit must be 
accompanied by health certificates stating that these con- 
signments are free from San Jose and apple fly. 


(4) Live plants or their parts may not be imported into 
Latvia if (a) plant diseases or agricultural pests have been 
found on them or on their packing, and if (b) the packing 
consists of straw and/or second-hand bags. 


(5) A list of plant diseases, insects and prohibited plants 
is published in the Government Gazette ‘ Valdibas 
Vestnesis.”’ 


(6) Consignments declared at the Ministry of Agriculture 
shall be examined by the experts within the period of three 
days. 


(7) According to the results of the examination, the 
authorised expert of the Ministry of Agriculture will en- 
dorse the Customs clearing documents stating whether the 
consignment is to be admitted or otherwise. A special docu- 
ment must be drawn up regarding consignments which have 
been rejected. 


(8) Appeals against the decisions of the experts may be 
lodged with the Arbitration Commission within three days

MEXICO 
IMPORT OF ANIMALS, ANIMAL PRODUCTS,

PORARILY PROHIBITED 


H.M. Minister at Mexico City reports, by telegraph, that 
owing to the outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease in this 
country the importation into Mexico of animals, meats, 
animal and milk products, and cereal fodder from the 
British Isles is prohibited as from March 24 and until the 
Mexican Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries declares the 
epidemic ended. Biological products will require a special 
permit, but trees, shrubs and roots will be admitted if 
packed in clean, new materials and certified by the London 
sanitary authorities as not having come from the infected 
zones. 


SWEDEN 
EXPORT OF CIVIL AIRCRAFT 


H.M. Minister at Stockholm has forwarded a copy of a 
Swedish Law (No. 67), dated March 3 and effective as from 
March 10, which adds civil aircraft and parts and accessories 
therefor to the list of goods the export of which from Sweden 
is prohibited.

INCREASED DUTY ON 
APPARATUS 


The Swiss ‘‘ Zollnachrichten’’’ of March 25 contains a 
Decree, dated March 20 and effective as from April 1, which 
increases the duty on wireless apparatus (Tariff No. 954a) 
imported into Switzerland from 60 to 200 francs per 100 
kilogs.

The Swiss ‘‘ Zollnachrichten ’’ of March 25 contains a 
Decree, dated March 24, providing that as from April 1 the 
import into Switzerland of the goods specified below will be 
permitted only under licence from the ‘‘ Société coopérative 
suisse des ceréales et matiéres fourragéres ’’ and within the 
limits of fixed quotas. The Department of Public Economy 
is authorised to confine these restrictions to goods from 
specified countries only, and to fix the quotas for each of 
such countries, but so far no announcement has been made 
indicating that these powers have been used. The goods
